. the government of France that.the coming winter will be one 


of unusual severity. This prophet claims to be a naturalist 
and meteorologist, and the'.observafions on which he bases his 
prediction very closely resemble those advanced by the Yan- 
kee weather prophet when he proceeds to inform an always in- 
Irested public with reference to the character of the winter 
ahead.

This foreign observer points to the fact that snow has fallen 


in the Alps earlier than usual and that the fall extended further 
down the mountains than the first snows usually do. 
He fur-j 


{her notes that foliage and wild flowers are fading earlier than 
they commonly dp, and that wild animals have begun un- 
usually early to prepare for the winter. 
Field mice are bur- 


rowing exceptionally deep, the birds arc migrating considera- 
bly in advance Of the-ordinary time for migration, and for 
these and-other reasons he is confident that next winter will 
be exceptionally long and rigorous. . 


This sounds like home. 
As a rule, the Yankee prophets 


Jiave not yet begun their season's work in the line of forecast- 
ing the character of the winter, though they have called our 
attention to the ominous fact that the wind was in the north- 
west on'the day that the sun '.'crossed the line."

After, all is said and done, there is a'good deal o£ amuse- 


ment and no harm in predicting the weather.

pastime open to all, and those who do not engage in H always 
like b hear from men who keep their eye on the elements and 
find one of the keenest enjoyments of life in laying before 
their fellows the-conclusions based on observations "which 
hay'e.never been known to fail."
